WASHINGTON, Nov 18—Sec- 
retary of State Dulles declared 
today that it would be a ‘“‘great 
mistake’ to believe stability 
would result in the Middle East 
from a truce alone. 

He issued the statement as he 
left Walter Reed Army Hospital, 
where he underwent surgery for 
an intestinal cancer on Nov. 3. 
He said his doctors told him he 
was. making an “excellent r2- 
covery, and I certainly feel that 
way.” 

The secretary said it was es- 
sential that peace-loving nationg 
strive for a ‘‘just and durable’’ 
peace in the Middle East through 
a general settlement of basic 
problems there. 


BOUNDARY SETTLEMENT 


Such a settlement would in- 
clude the fixing of permanent 
boundaries between Israel and 
the Arab states, and the resettle- 
ment of about 900,000 Arab 
refugees. 

Dulles also had some = harsh 
words for the Soviet rulers. He 
accused them of trying to substi- 
tute themselves for the United 
Nations in the Middle East “‘in- 
stead of acting as a cooperative 
member.’’ And he charged them 
with ‘‘promiscuous slaughter’’ in 
putting down the recent uprisings 
against Communist rule in Hun- 
gary.

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State Voting Lists 
Are a Sorry Mess 


outcome of many county elections and 
even the statewide contests. 


Constitution reporter Jack Nelson, 
after a survey of county registration lists, 
discloses that in many counties the regis- 
tered “voters” outnumber the residents 
of voting age. In several instances the 
list almost equals the county population. 


It seems to be a matter of IAw en- 
forcement. Officials charged with enforc- 
ing the Voter Registration Act of 1949 
simply ignore it. Once a voter is regis- 
tered, he remains registered. If he dies, 
he stays on the list. If he moves away, 
his card remains in the files. If he regis- 
ters several times, he can be eligible to 
vote several times. ~° 

Some counties are observing the law, 
with its amendments, to the letter but 
a majority of them either ignore it or 
claim they don’t understand it. Appar- 
ently some of them have not purged 
the registration lists for decades. 

We are not charging that there is 
wholesale violation of voting regulations 
but we do say that the potential is there 
for fraud and cheating. It is a situation 
ready-made for machine politics, where 
local election managers can be hand- 
picked to do the machine’s bidding. It 
leaves the whole system of voting open 
to abuse and profit for the unscrupulous. 

It is unbelievable that the people of 
Georgia will tolerate such ‘a condition once 
the facts are known. If local citizens are 
unable to cope with the situation in their 
own counties, then Georgia democracy is 
in a sorry state, indeed. 

Law enforcement officials, grand 
juries and others charged with adminis- 
tering registration and election laws 
should make every effort to clean up this 
mess. Citizens who value their ballot must 
insist that they do. 

We refuse to believe’ that Georgians 
want their elections to be suspect. But 
such is the only conclusion one cari draw 


in the face of such a potential for fraudu-** 


lent practices.

Bulganin Arms Note 
Is a New Bombshell 


Russia’s new note on disarmament is 
at once arrogant, dangerous and provoca- 
tive. 

It was, in fact,.a thinly veiled ulti- 
matum. Premier Bulganin stated in it 
that the balance of power was now 50 
changed that “today the Soviet forces 
could take over the whole of Western 
Europe without the use of rocket or 
nuclear weapons.” _. 

Bulganin said the choice was between 
the Soviet disarmament plan “and a new 
world war more terrible than any we 
have ever known.” 

The premier asks for a new “summit 
meeting,” this time with India as a par- 
ticipant. He also agrees, or seems to agree, 
to international control. 

It is too early to reach conclusions. 

Without question, the new note was 
conceived and sent to distract attention 
from the Hungarian rebellion and the fact 
that Tito has denounced “Stalinism” in 
the Kremlin as responsible. 

The note is an attempt, too, to gain 
face with the Asian nations. Soviet ter- 
ror and butchery in Hungary have cost 
the Kremlin its position as the leading 
advocate of “peace.” Russian imperial- 
ism and armed brutality has shocked not 
just the Western world but the East as 
well. This has disturbed the Russians. 

The new note must be studied care-

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State Voting Lists 
Are a Sorry Mess 


Telfair County is not the only county 
in Georgia with voter registration irregu- 
larities. In fact, judging from the evidence 
at hand, the dead could determine the 
outcome of many county elections and 
even the statewide contests. 


Constitution reporter Jack Nelson, 
after a survey of county registration lists, 
discloses that in many counties the Fegis- 
tered “voters” outnumber the residents 
of voting age. In several instances the 
list almost equals the county population. 


It seems to be a matter of law en- 
forcement. Officials charged with enforc- 
ing the Voter Registration Act of 1949 
simply ignore it. Once a voter is regis- 
tered, he remains registered. If he dies, 
he stays on the list. If he moves away, 
his card remains in the files. If he regis- 
ters several times, he can be eligible to 
vote several times. 

Some counties are observing the law, 
with its amendments, to the letter but 
a majority of them either ignore it or 
claim they don’t understand it. Appar- 
ently some of them have not purged 
the registration lists for decades. 

We are not charging that there is 
wholesale violation of voting regulations 
but we do say that the potential is there 
for fraud and cheating. It is a situation 
ready-made for machine politics, where 
local election managers can be hand- 
picked to do the machine’s bidding. It 
leaves the whole system of voting open 
to abuse and profit for the unscrupulous. 

It is unbelievable that the people of 
Georgia will tolerate such a condition once 
the facts are known. If local citizens are 
unable to cope with the situation in their 
own counties, then Georgia democracy is 
in a sorry state, indeed. 

Law enforcement officials, grand 
juries and others charged with adminis- 
tering registration and election laws 
should make every effort to clean up this 
mess. Citizens who value their ballot must 
insist that they do. 

We refuse to believe that Georgians 
want their elections to be suspect. But 
such is the only conclusion one can draw 
in the face of such a potential for fraudu- 
lent practices.

: Bulganin Arms Note 
Is a New Bombshell 


Russia’s new note on disarmament is 
at once arrogant, dangerous and provoca- 
tive. 

It was, in fact, a thinly veiled ulti- 
matum. Premier Bulganin stated in it 
that the balance of power was now so 
changed that “today the Soviet forces 
could take over the whole of Western 
Europe without the use of rocket or 
nuclear weapons.” 

Bulganin said the choice was between 
the Soviet disarmament plan “and a new 
world war more terrible than any we 
have ever known.” 

The premier asks for a new “summit 
meeting,” this time with India as a par- 
ticipant. He also agrees, or seems to agree, 
to international control. 

It is too early to reach conclusions. 

Without question, the new note was 
conceived and sent to distract attention 
from the Hungarian rebellion and the fact 
that Tito has denounced “Stalinism” in 
the Kremlin as responsible. 

The note is an attempt, too, to gain 
face with the Asian nations. Soviet ter- 
ror and butchery in Hungary have cost 
the Kremlin its position as the leading 
advocate of “peace.” Russian imperial- 
ism and armed brutality has shocked not 
just the Western world but the East as 
well. This has disturbed the Russians.

More inmates at Rock Quarry prison 
farm near Buford have mutilated them- 
selves. Two broke their legs and the others 
managed only flesh wounds. 

The incident recalls last summer when 
a group of 41 did themselves bodily 
harm. Half of that group still is receiv- 
ing medical treatment at the Reidsville 
State Prison; some have been returned 
to Buford, while two will be sent to Tal- 
madge Memorial Hospital in Augusta for 
additional surgical treatment. | 

In the meanwhile Jack Forrester, di- 
rector of the corrections department, has 
suggested separate cells for the incorri- 
gibles sent to Buford. His idea is that the 
communal life at the prison partly is re- 
sponsible for these mass mutilations. 

Buford is the place for the boys who 


are hard to handle and who experience ° 


has shown to be past rehabilitation and 
redemption. When a man has no hope and 
mo desire to do the right thing he is 


capable of actions that pass all under- 
standing. 


Conditions at Buford are tough and 
justifiably so. The headlines are made 
there, but the cause is somewhere else. 
Not Buford, but the system is to blame. 
Penology is not a science that attracts the 
average taxpayer, therefore it rocks along 
with few changes in turn-of-the-century 
fashion.

The dispatch of U.N. troops to 
the Suez Canal is a brave step but 
not a certain one. 

The issue is between the United 
States and the Soviet Union. We 
must not let anything disguise this 
paramount fact. 

We must, in the immediate fu- 
ture, decide whether we are going 
to play the global role for which 
our strength and genius and the 
developments of modern history 
prepared us, or whether we are 
going to retire to ‘‘Fortress Ameri- 
ca”’ and to an isolation that might 
be maintained for a short while. 

The writing is on the wall and it 
has been for days. Once President 
Nasser of Egypt called for volun- 
teers, the die was cast. 

We had quarreled with our Brit- 
ish and French allies for reasons 
which seemed warranted. But as 
the picture develops what judg- 
ment is history going to render on 
all of us for that procedure? 

The Arab world was aroused 
against the West; the Russian 
arms, as we know now, were there 
in, great quantities; the European 
situation was dangerous and des- 
perate for the Soviet Union. 

How obvious it has been that the 
Russians would move into the Mid- 
dle East, lock, stock and barrel if 
we let them! Appeasement is not 
going to stop it. s 


The situation has been especially 
clear for a few weeks. It is not 
being cynical to say that moral 
principles and the laudable desire 
to ‘‘let the United Nations do it’’ 
have clouded the issues. The reali- 
ties of power politics were what 
everyone should have kept his eyes 
on. Russia is not being moral, Rus- 
sia does not give a hoot about the 
United Nations. 

The Russians were making one 
of the most daring moves of con- 
temporary history. They saw their 
opening in the Middle East and 
they went for it. 

If they succeed in controlling 
the Persian Gulf oil fields and 
the Suez Canal—even just by 
denying them to. us—the Soviet 
Union is going to be a greater 
world power than the United 
States. 

This is simple geography, eco- 
nomics and, above all, power poli- 
tics. Nothing succeeds like suc- 
cess in this game. If we cannot 
protect the Middle East from the 
Russian Communists, the free 
world will lose much of Africa 
and Asia.

They need soft, cuddly, 
colorful items — scarves, socks, 
balloons, rubber balls, teddy bears, 
rag dolls, story books, picture 
puzzles and the like. Soap and bub- 
ble bath would be fine. 

Especially they seem to need 
cushions, soft chairs and rocking 
chairs. 

I have a letter from the mother 
of a little girl who is at Grace- 
wood. This letter tells how those 
children have to sit on long, hard, 
wooden benches to watch televi- 
sion, their sole ‘‘extra.’’ 


Already some chairs have been 
given, but not nearly enough.

Mentally Retarded 


These days we have so many campaigns for 
money that we are tempted to fail to give to any 


of them. But there is a campaign on now (Nov. 7 

11-22) to which I hope all of us will respond. This is National Retarded 
Children’s Week. In Georgia, Coach Bobby Dodd is chairman of the 
campaign. Did you know that there are now 70,000 mentally retarded 
children in Georgia? That one mentally retarded child is born every 


day in Greater Atlanta? 

That out of every 100 babies 
born, three of them will be men- 
tally retarded? 

But figures and statistics don’t 
stir our hearts. We are stirred 
when we actually come to know 
one of these little ones. 

As a minister, I have been 
called upon to counsel mothers 
and fathers who have discovered 
their child cannot learn as do 
other children. The heartache of 
such an experience cannot be de- 
scribed. 

But an even deeper heartache 
is the realization that many of 
these children could be helped 
into a normal or near-normal 
life if only somebody’ cared 
enough to help them. 

Sornaeone wrote the story in this 
wonderful editorial: ‘‘Let us sup- 
pose that your retarded child 
could speak up and tell you his or 
er aspirations. Would he or she 
say, ‘Mom and Dad, I came ta 
zive you love, but I handed you 
a cross, a cross indeed, but one 
to lift you up to a great and 
dedicated task, the reason, the 
heart, the feeling of a mother 
and father that those with normal 
children can never understand. 

‘“**T give you a divine mission to 
perform, the mission of bending 
your shoulders to gain every ef-

fort, to perform any task, to ban- 
ish the scourge of mental retard- 
edness) from the face of the earth. 
God knows your sorrow; He un- 
derstands your fear; but in my 
being retarded, I am saved from 
earthly harm; my soul is as pure 
as the angels. 

***God made all of us to do His 
holy will: in my limited sphere 
all that I can do is just exist 
for God. Won't you please give 
a purpose to my life by working 
for me to prevent any other child 
being born mentally retarded? 
I cannot train the teachers but 
you can; I cannot perform the 
medical research or pay the spe- 
cialists, but you can. You can 
make me the reason why no other 
child will be born mentally re- 
tarded.’ ”’

The press conference is a valu- 
able window on the White House, 
is a means of instant, if informal, 
communication between the Presi- 
dent and the whole world, is an 
instrument of presidential leader- 
ship. 

Because of all of these factors— 
the opportunity it presents to shape 
thinking and to shape events them- 
selves, Eisenhower's massive re- 
turn to power and the grave turn 
of affairs abroad—there was an 
unusual expectancy about this par- 
ticular conference. 

The content of this press con- 
ference did not measure up to the 
momentous events and dangers 
which confront the nation and the 
free world. At the end the most 
thoughtful correspondents almost 
unanimously were concerned that 
a great opportunity had been 
missed — missed either through 
neglect or bad timing or because 
the President himself had not for- 
mulated his views or his response 
to new and critical problems. 

On this occasion many _ cor- 
respondents genuinety felt let down 
and we could not escape the con- 
clusion that Eisenhowe. was tend- 
ing almost continuously to deal 
with the most pressing, new prob- 
lems on the basis of old formulas 
and repeated generalities.

Wyatt’s Sidelines Grid School Solves Ole Miss Poser 


By LARRY FOX 


Bowden Wyatt held a private coaching class 
for 11 members of Tennessee’s second team at 
Knoxville’s Shield-Watkins Stadium Saturday aft- 
ernoon and at least 42,000 strangers looked in. 


The rush blackboard session took place on the 
sidelines as Tennessee sought to find the answer 
to the baffling series of wide flanker passes the 
Ole Miss Rebels had installed secretly for the 
big game. 

‘“‘We were expecting all kinds of passing for- 
mations from Ole Miss, but nothing like that,”’ 
Wyatt declared after the game. ‘‘We had started 
scouting them in the Cotton Bowl but they 
knocked us completely off balance with that 
wide set. 

“However, we made adjustments on the side- 
lines with a little blackboard we have and when 
the second unit went in they knew what to do. 
Even so, it wasn’t until we went in for the half 
that we were able to get really organized,” the 
happy tension-taut Wyatt added. 

How well the Volunteers were able to get set 
in the second half is proven by the statistics. 
The Rebels had passed for 119 yards in the first 
half and marched for one touchdown. Their pass- 
ing yardage for the entire game? The same 119 
yards, as one of three second-half hits lost 
ground. The Rebs threw 10 times in the second

half, completed three to their own’folks, three 
to the Vols. 

First of the interceptions was what turned a 
close ball game into a 27-7 rout. It was a theft 
just after the half that Tennessee fullback Tom- 
my Bronson returned 52 yards for the lead 
touchdown. Both coaches agreed this was the 
turning point. | 

Both coaches also agreed that it was Ten- 
nessee’s second tnit that made the difference in 
the game. Mississippi went for the quick knock- 
out and had Tennessee staggered in the first 
round. But the Vols came off the ropes with their 
two-unit punch and wore the Rebs down for a 
TKO. 


For this bench strength, Wyatt indirectly 
could thank Georgia Tech. 


“That game last week gave our second unit 
confidence. Théy had to stay in there against 
Georgia Tech and they discovered that nobody 
was going to eat them up out there. They had 
an opportunity to do a lot of things against 
Georgia Tech and it paid off for us against Ole 
Miss,’’ Wyatt said. 

The second unit backfield did most of Ten- 
nessee’s damage. Fullback Carl Smith scored 
three times and played his “‘best game’’ offens- 
ively and defensively. He was the game’s lead- 
ing ground gainer, while tailback Bobby Gordon 
was a close second. And tackle Jim Smelcher led 
a hard-charging second line that harried the 
Rebels constantly. 


Tennessee first unit, however, was not without 
glory. Fullback Bronson ran for 60 yards in 
seven tries in addition to his pass interception 
return; and Johnny Majors, the No. 1 tailback, 
was almost overlooked, but did a magnificent 
job. He ran 12 times for only 28 yards, but his 
passing and punting were brilliant. 

The Huntland, Tenn., senior completed 8 of 
15 passes for 117 yards and did it, Wyatt ad- 
mitted, despite the fact that he had not thrown a 
ball in practice all week. For the first time, 
Wyatt revealed that Majors had reinjured his 


shoulder against Tech, the same one he had hurt 
six week’s ago against Duke. 

Majors’ punting, too, was a key factor in the 
first quarter when the Vols were still disorgan- 
ized from the tricky Rebel offense. Only his 
precision kicking (three straight out of bounds 
within the 15 in the first quarter) gave the Vols 
a chance to regroup. 

Magnitude of Tennessee’s victory is shown by 
a look at some more statistics. Going into Sat- 
urday, the Rebels had led the nation in total 
defense, surrendering an average of only 163.6 
yards in a game. Yet the undefeated Vols more 
than doubled that record with a total of 383 air 
and ground yards. 

The Rebs had also been second nationally 
in forward pass defense, allowing only 32.8 yards 
@ game until Majors zeroed in for all of his 
team’s 117 aerial yards. 

And the Rebs were ninth nationally in total 
offense, yet got only 226 yards compared to their 
previous average of 357.8. In the second half, 
they got but one first down, 19 yards net rushing 
and zero yards passing. ~ 

It was an effort worthy of the nation’s No. 1 
team (a vote heartily endorsed by Ole Miss 
coach Johnny Vaught) and certainly worthy of 
The Constitution’s Southeastern Conference 
‘“‘Team of the Week’”’ honors by vote of league 
coaches. !

The law provides that the tax 
collector, clerk of superior court 
and ordinary of each county 
“shall, on or before the 20th day 
of April in each year, prepare 
and file with the registrars a 
complete list, alphabetically ar- 
ranged, of all persons living in 
the county the 10th day of April 
that year, who appear to be dis- 
qualified from voting by reason 
‘of idiocy, insanity, or conviction 
of a crime... .” 

The registrars are required to 
use information from the tax 
collector, court clerk and or- 
dinary as a guide in purging the 
registration list. 

REMAINING ON LIST 

The law requiring a registered 
voter to vote every two years 
or certify he wants to remain on 
the registration list was intend- 
ed to safeguard against includ- 
ing on the list people who have 
moved from the county. But that 
is the law that is most widely 
violated. Some registration offi- 
cials say they have no plans for 
complying with this law. 

An old Georgia law prohibits 
persons from voting out of the 
county “‘in which he may usually 
reside.’’ The law provides: 


‘“‘Any person who shall \ vote 
more than once at any election 
which may be held in any coun- 
ty, or vote out of the county in 
which he may usually may re- 
side, for members of the Legis- 
lature or for county officers, un- 
less authorized by law, shall be 


labor in the penitentiary for not 
less than one year or more than 
two.”’ 

A candidate in a recent Butts 
County election mailed campaign 
literature to the 5,419 names on 
the registration list. The Post 
Office returned 1,600 pieces of 
the literature.

Musical is the day when handicapped children go to 


the concert. 


The Atlanta Symphony Orchestra, sponsored by 
the Atlanta Symphony Guild, each year puts on a series 
of Young People’s Concerts for elementary and high 
school students in the Atlanta area. 


When the youngsters tramp 
into the City Auditorium, noisy 
and chattering, children with 
cerebral palsy and brain inju- 
ries join them—in wheel chairs, 
on crutches or walking. 
FIRST TIME 

The brain-injured children 
come from the Marian Howard 
School in Decatur. Miss How- 
ard, who started the school 
six years ago, has taken seven 
of her 16 students to the con- 
certs for the first time this 
year. 

She explained, ‘‘We felt the 
children would enjoy them and 
get a lot out of them and they 
do. Music gives them a sense 
of rhythm that they do not have 
naturally as other children do. 
The movement gives them 
release from tension. They 
have been thrilled to death 
with the concerts.” 

Miss Howard defines brain 
| injury as “any oxygen defi- 
t ciency to the brain at arfy time 
from conception to death.” 
The deficiency may have re- 
+ sulted from brain infection, in- 
| jury at birth, or other causes.

Except for the way the frustrated ballerinas in my family 
cause the dishes to rattle and the pots to jump and start on the 
stove like frightened rabbits, my information on the ballet is 
mighty sketchy. I can’t even spell the names of the various posi- 
tions, much less recognize them when I see them. 


But all is not lost for-us kitchen connoisseurs of the art or 
for our meatballs and spaghetti Moira Shearers. There’s still a 
chance that we who merely think it a pretty way for human beings 
to get around might learn something—along with the dyed-in-the- 
wool devotees with the educated approach. 

Dame Ninette de Valois is coming to town. And if you don’t 
know who she is, cheer up. She is simply the Western worli’s 
foremost authority on ballet, buteso nice and quiet and modest 
about it, you might be excused for not knowing. 


She is both founder and director of the world-famous Sadler’s 
Wells Ballet—and she’s coming to Atlanta to lecture at the Wom-

of the local Southern Ballet. All of us who go to see her will, of 
course, go with the lofty ideal of learning about the ballet and the 
contemporary scene, which is her subject. But I liked what I 
heard about Dame Ninette’s purpose in making the lecture tour. 
It was so plain and sensible and homely. She’s trying to raise 
money to put a new roof on the recently acquired White Lodge in 
Richmond Park near London, which is a residential boarding school 


for Sadler’s Wells students! 


A famous ballerina in her youth and a soloist with the famed 
Russian ballet, Dame Ninette was born Edris Stannus in Ireland. 
She was given the’stage name of Ninette de Valois by her mother 
and she has yet another name—that of her husband, Dr. Arthur 
Connell, with whom she lives quietly in the suburbs of London. | 
The ‘‘dame” before her name is, of course, the British govern- 
ment’s accolade, awarded women of great talent and achievement 


by Queen Elisabeth. 


Dame Ninette’s .achievement with Sadler’s Wells is well 
known. The company’s 1949 debut was what is known as ‘‘an 
unprecedented triumph.’ It opened with an advance ticket sale 
of more than half a million dollars and it has toured America three 


times with great acclaim. 


Last year the determined little Englishwoman negotiated 
what looked like a great diplomatic coup. She flew to Moscow 
and arranged an exchange appearance with Sadier’s Wells and 
the Bolshoi Theater Ballet, each to appear in the other’s capital 
city. The Russian dancers did open in London early in October, 
I am told, and were a tremendous ‘success. But before the British 
dancers could gwe their performance in Moscow things started 
popping in Hungary and I imagine dancing is off, at least until 
the prospect of an exchange of bullets is over.
